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LOCAL EARTHQUAKES, 


SEVERE SHOCKS IN THESE 
PARTS. 


Renoites Awakened at an Early 
Mour this Morniag by a Rum 
bling Noise and the ®waying of 
Mother Earth— Heavy Shocks 
at Virginia City and Carson— 
Considerable Damage Done at 
the Latter Piace—Shaw’s Hot 
Springs Dried Up— Strange 
Prenomenon at Steamboat 
springs. 

This morning about ten minutes 
to 3 o’clock Reno was visited by the 
most severe earthquake shock ever 
experiesced in this vicinity. The 
firat shock seemed: to come in the 
form of a wave, immediately fol- 
lowed by an oscillating movement 
from the southwest to the north- 
east. The earthquake was accom- 
panied by a low rumbling noise, 
such as would emanate from dis- 


tant breakers, yet there was no at- 
mosph rical disturbance in the 
shape of wind. Those who were 
awakened describe the sensa- 
tion as very peculiar, and though 
the shock was of short duration it 
appeared to be longer than it really 
was, Ornaments were toppled 
over, pictures hanging on the walls 
were swung backward and for- 
ward, clocks stopped, and it is 
stated that the bell of a end“ 
engine on the Central Pacific 
track near the depot tapped. No 
buildings were seriously injured. In 
several it is said the plasteriug was 
cracked and loosened in places, 
Many of those who were awake 
hurriedly donned their clotbing 
and were in readiness toleave their 
rooms in case of another shock. Af- 
ter the disturbance was over the air 
became quite chilly, changiug prob- 
ably 10 or 12 degrees. 

ln Carson the shock was also 

severe. One of the walls of the 
Bullion Bank at that place, a brick 
structure, was cracked and the plas- 
tering was krocked off, but so far 
as reported no serious damage was 
done. In Virginia City the shock 
was also severe, but no damage is 
reported either in the mines or to 
buildings. So faras can be ascer- 
tained the shock was not felt in 
San Francisco, but in Nortbe:n 
California there was a slight ebock. 
This would indicate that the disturb- 
ance was confined to a strip of 
territory north of the Golden Gate 
and eastward. No news has been 
received at this writing from the 
southern or eastern portion of Ne- 
vada, but it is presumed that the 
severity of the shock was confined 
to this portion of the State. It is 
almost miraculous that no damage 
was done in Virginia City, wbere 
the entire eastern slope of Mount 
Davidson from A street east ward 
is standing on timbers. It is also 
remarkable that the mines are not 
injured. It has always been sup- 
that an earthquake shock, 
though not of great severity, would 
cause a terrible disaster along the 
Comstock lode, but the shock this 
morning has exploded this idea aud 
demoustrated the fact that it will 
take a hard shake to interfere with 
the deep underground work ib those 
mines, 
LATER—Tip Clark, an engineer 
on the Virgiuia and fruckee Rail- 
road, who was stopping at the Mo- 
linelli House in Virginia, states 
that the shock there was quite 
vere and was [elt by the ners 
deep down in the mines. The 
guests at the International Hotel, 
who were aroused by the shock, 
left the building in great alarm. 
So far as our informant could ascer- 
tain no damage was dove to prop- 
erty. 

In Carson, he says, the shock was 
much heavier than io Virginia. 
Cans were turned over, and in one 
building a vow-bell, suspended by a 
2 ing-donged in good shape. 
A flat car standing ou the side- 
track at the Virginia & Truckee 
shops in Carson, with the brake on, 
had the brake thrown off, and it 
started down the road toward the 
heavy gates that inclose the side- 
track, and went crashing through 
them.
